To assist servicemen in making replacements we -are now identifying all L Model 
registering and counting dial shafts with stamped letters on the R.H. end 
collars which designates whether the a I i gnments of the collars and dials are 
high, medium or low. The L.H. letter on the 2547 1/4 collar pertains to the 
dials and the R.H. letter on this collar refers to the collars. See figure I. 
The upper letter on the 2539 1/4 collar pertains to the collars and the lower 
letter refers to the dials. See figures 2 and 3 . 
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To read letters on the 2539 1/4 collar, hold the counting dial shaft as shown 
i n f i y ure 3 . 

High, medium, and low dials and collars may be requisitioned for replacement 
purposes by prefixing the part or assembly number with H, K», and L. 

EXAMPLE : H-2547 1/4, V-25-24, L-25-34 etc.
